Madam  and  Gentlemen3 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  and 
Borough  of  Pietermaritzburg  for  the  year  ended  30th  June  ,  1940. 

The  increase  in  the  European  Birth  Rate 
and  the  decline  in  the  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  are 
perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  Vital  Statistical 
report.  Diphtheria  has  again  shown  an  increased  incidence 3 
but  the  incidence  of  other  infectious  diseases  remains  low. 

Notable  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
elimination  of  Slums  and  the  re-housing  of  slum  dwellers. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Council  Native  and  Asiatic  Subeconomic 
Housing  scheme  (comprising  a  total  of  150  houses)  was  completed. 
The  City  Council's  Economic  Housing  Scheme  of  50  houses  at 
'‘Gardens*1  has  also  progressed;,  some  20  of  these  houses  having 
been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  period  under  review. 

While  all  these  houses  were  being  filled  a  rigorous  policy 
of  slum  demolition  vas  pursued. 

The  general  work  of  the  department  has 
been  maintained  at  a  high  level  throughout  the  year  and  my 
thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  co-operation  in  maintaining  this  high  standard  of 
efficiency 3  despite  the  extra  burden  thrown  upon  them  by  the 
departure  of  6  members  of  the  Staff  on  Active  Service, 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  support  readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  9  and  of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  various 
Municipal  Heads  of  Departments.

The  European  crude  death  rate  has  risen  from  8.73 
to  10.52 o  509  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  pecple  over  65  years 

of  age. 

The  Native  death  rate  rose  from  11.78  to  13 . 38 2  the 
Coloured  death  rate  increased  from  19.32  to  23  .34?  while  the 
Indian  death  rate  dropped  from  14.3  2  to  12.38.  The  death  rate 
for  all  races  was  12.27  as  compared  with  11.14  for  last  year.

These  figures  show  how  much  better  the  expectation 
of  life  is  for  Europeans  than  for  the  other  classes  of  the  community. 
The  following  table  also  indicates  how  that  the  diseases  generally 
associated  with  later  life5  e.g.  Cancer  3  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  9 
Cardiac  disease  and  Nephritis 9  are  a  much  commoner  cause  oi  death, 
among  Europeans  than  among  Non-Europ  eans  9  whilst  bowel  infections 5 
tuberculosis  and  syphilis  are  much  more  frequently  the  cause  oi 
death  amongst  Non-Europeans.

There  were  207  notifications  of  infectious 
disease, an  increase  on  the  total  of  190  recorded  for  the  previous 
year.  The  incidence  of  the  various  diseases  is  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  46 ,  and  the  individual  diseases  are  discussed 
under  the  appropriate  headings, 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  (Page  50 ) 

Altogether  307  patients  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  239  Borough  and  68  Out-of -Borough,  Figures 

for  the  previous  four  years  were "1935  -  36  :  166;  1936  -  37  :  183; 
1937  -  38  :  215$  1938  -  39  ^  216 , 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever 
are  provided  for  at  Grey-s  Hospital  -  the  Provincial  Hospital, 
and  the  King  George  V  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  in  Durban,  In¬ 
patient  treatment  for  venereal  disease  is  provided  at  the  Epidemic 
Hospital  for  non-Europeans,  while  Europeans  needing  in-patient 
treatment  are  sent  by  arrangement  to  Addington  Hospital,  Durban, 

The  City  Council  has  now  approved  a 
scheme  for  the  building  of  a  Non -European  Tuberculosis  and 
Infectious  Disease  Hospital  at  Mountain  Rise,  to  provide  24  beds 
for  Tuberculosis  and  12  beds  for  other  Infectious  Disease, 

Plans  and  details  of  this  new  scheme  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Union  Health  Department  for  approval .

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

(a)  ANTHRAX .  No  cases  notified. 

(b)  SMALL  POX.  No  cases  notified.  Vaccination  of  Natives 

is  carried  out  at  the  Pass  Office  (see  page  23  ) 

(c)  DIPHTHERIA.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was 

49  as  compared  with  42  for  last  year  and  29  the 
year  prior  to  that.  There  were  3  European 
deaths  and  1  Coloured  death  from  this  disease. 

An  increase  in  the  incidence  of this  disease  has  thus 
again  been  registered  in  Pietermaritzburg.  Diphtheria  is  an 
eminently  preventable  disease  and  with  the  modern  materials 
available  protection  against  the  disease  can  be  secured  in  well 
over  90fo  of  those  immunised,  whilst  those  few  not  absolutely 
protected  will  at  least  be  protected  against  severe  attack. 
Immunisation,  particularly  of  pre-school  children's  being  encouraged 
through  the  medium  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Infant  Clinics , 
a  total  of  18  children  having  completed  the  immunising  course 
at  the  Infant  Clinics 

(d)  SCARLET  FEVER  .  42  Cases  were  notified  as  compared 

with  12  last  year,  A  small  outbreak  in  each 
of  two  local  schools  was  responsible  for  this 
sharp  rise  in  incidence, 

(e)  '  CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS.  2  European  cases  were 

notified,  as  compared  with  3  cases  notified 
during  the  previous  year 

(f)  LEPROSY.  5  Cases  were  notified  -  1  Coloured  and  4 

Natives 

(g)  TYPHUS  FEVER  .  6  Cdses  were  notified  -  5  Europeans 

and  1  Asiatic,  In  the  case  of  the  Asiatic  the 
infection  was  acquired  while  on  holiday  outside 
of  the  Borough,  while  in  one  European  case 
Laboratory  examination  did  not  confirm  the 
diagnosis.  Clinically  and  serologically  the 
remaining  cases  were  all  cases  of  murine  typhus. 

The  source  of  infection  in  one  case  was  not  clear 
but  rodent  infestation  was  manifest  in  the  premises 
in  which  the  other  three  persons  lived  or  worked. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual ' report  for  1938  -  39  the 
virus  of  murine  typhus  was  isolated  from  the  blood 
of  one  of  these  patients.  Particular  attention 
has  been  paid  to  Rodent  proofing  measures 
throughout  the  year. 

Once  again  only  single  cases  have 
been  infected  though  many  persons  were  exposed 
to  the  possibility  of  infection, 

(h)  ENTERIC  FEVER.  1?  cases  were  notified,  5  Europeans 

and  10  non-Europeans,  a  decrease  of  4  on  last 
year!s  total  of  19.

European  and  9  non-Europeans,  One  case  followed 
a  Caesarean  Section  and  two  followed  complicated 
deliveries*  Of  the  balance  4  deliveries  took 
place  at  home  (in  2  cases  there  being  no  midwife 
in  attendance),  while  3  deliveries  took  place  in

Terminal  disinfection  for  Infectious  Disease  is 
carried  out  by  this  Department,  the  disinfection  of  bedding,  etc* 
being  done  at  the  Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Health  Department 
buildings,  and  a  formalin  spray  being  employed  for  the  rooms* 


(3)  TUBERCULOSIS  Pages  40-41 ) 

Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  showed 
a  marked  decrease,  54  cases  only  being  notified  as  compared  with 
last  year’s  total  of  80*  4 7  of  these  were  non-Europeans, 

The  notifications  of  Non-Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis  remained  low  with 
a  total  of  9  cases  (7  non-European)  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year’s  total  of  7  and  a  total  of  23  for  the  year  1937  **  38 * 

12  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  King  George 
V  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in  Durban,  2  Europeans,  4  Coloureds  and 
6  Asiatics,  and  several  more  cases  are  now  on  the  waiting  list 
for  admission  to  that  hospital.  The  need  for  ample  isolation 
accommodation  in  hospital  for  active  communicable  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  cannot  be  overstressed  and  while,  therefore,  the  accommo¬ 
dation  available  in  this  hospital  is  most;  valuable  it  is  not 
sufficient  to  meet  all  the  demands  upon  it. 

Isolation  accommodation  for  Native  Tuberculotics 
has  again  been  the  crying  need,  and  the  City  Council  has  now 
approved  a  plan  for  the  erection  of  a  24  bed  Tuberculosis  Block 
at  Mountain  Rise  for  Non-Europeans.  This  will  fill  a  long  felt 
want  and  should  prove  to  be  a  most  important  step  forward  in  the 
control  of  Tuberculosis  in  Pietermaritzburg,  completing  the  last 
gap  in  the  Pietermaritzburg  control  scheme. 

This  block  is  intended  mainly  for  Natives, 
but  will  also  provide  accommodation  for  Coloureds  and  Asiatics 
awaiting  transfer  to  the  King  George  V  Hospital  or  possibly 
unwilling  to  go  so  far  away  from  their  homes.  It  is  proposed  to 
staff  the  hospital  with  Non-European  nurses  and  orderlies  under 
the  control  of  a  European  Matron.  This  scheme  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Union  Health  Department  whose  sanction  is  awaited. 

The  scheme  described  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  subsidising  rentals  in  Tuberculosis  families  at  the 
Native  Village  where  a  larger  house  was  necessary  to  ensure  the 
isolation  of  the  infectious  case  in  the  home  was  put  into  effect 
during  the  year  and  5  families  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  way. 
Close  control  by  the  Native  Health  Assistant  is  maintained  to 
ensure  that  isolation  is  observed.  The  need  for  this  scheme

should  largely  fall  away  when  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital  Block  is 
provided. 

During  the  year  43  Borough  cases  were 
admitted  to  Grey's  Hospital  (  10  European,  15  Native,  9  Coloured 
and  9  Asiatic),  11  of  these  being  admitted  direct  from  the  clinic. 
A  further  12  cases  were  sent  by  this  Department  to  the  King  George 
V  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  in  Durban  (  2  Europeans,  4  Coloureds 
and  6  Asiatics). 


The  Natal  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association 
made  grants  to  10  families  in  Pietermaritzburg  (  1  European,  8 
Coloured  and  1  Asiatic)  to  enable  the  breadwinner  to  accept 
hospital  treatment.

There  has  been  a  sharp  drop  in  the  notifi¬ 
cations  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  both  in  Europeans  and  Non-Europeans 
during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  the  Non-Europeans  there  has 
been  a  steady  improvement  since  1934.  In  the  case  of  deaths 
from  this  disease  an  improvement  for  the  year  has  been  noted  for 
Non-Europeans ,  though  this  is  not  very  marked. 


Notifications

Notifications  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have 
dropped  to  their  former  low  levels  while  no  significant  change 
can  be  noted  in  the  deaths  from  this  disease .  '  The  steady 
decline  in  Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis , coupled  with 
the  less  marked  but  also  fairly  definite  tendency  towards  decline 
in  the  deaths  from  this  disease 5 gives  good  grounds  for  optimism 
in  regard  to  the  control  of  the  disease  in  the  future  in 
Pietermaritzburg , 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  (Page  47  ) 

This  Clinic  continues  to  serve  a  very  useful  function. 
The  routine  examination  of  all  contacts  of  every  case  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  notified . is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the 
Clinic ?  and  is  aimed  at  detecting  early  cases  and  so  preventing  the 
development  and  spread  of  the  disease.  During  the  year  there 
were  2285  attendances  at  the  clinic  while  2706  visits  were  made 
to  tuber culo tics  and  contacts  in  their  homes „  Of  the  larger  measures 
to  combat  tuberculosis  100  Native  and  50  Asiatic  Sub-economic  houses 
have  now  been  completed  and  are  now  almost  fully  occupied. 

At  the  same  time  action  was  taken  to  secure  demolition  of  a  corres¬ 
ponding  number  of  slum  properties  which,  serve  as  foci  for  the 
spread  of  this  as  well  as  other  diseases.

These  clinics  are  all  held  in  buildings  in  Grey!s 
Hospital  which  are  used  by  the  Hospital  authorities  for  other 
purposes  as  well.  New  Non-European  Clinic  quarters  have  been 
constructed  by  the  Grey’s  Hospital  authorities  to  replace  the 
makeshift  wood  and  iron  premises  previously  used  and  have  made 
it  possible  to  do  very  much  more  efficient  work. 

The  clinic  sessions  are  conducted  by  the  Assist¬ 
ant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  assisted  at  the  European 
Female  Clinic  by  the  Health  Visitor?and  at  the  Non-European 
Female  Clinic  by  the  Health  Visitor’ and  two  Native " Nurses ,  and 
two  Native  Health  Assistants  for  the  clerical  work.  At  the 
Male  Clinics  he  is  assisted  by  the  Officer  in  Charge  of  the 
Epidemic  Hospital  and  a  Health  Inspector,  while  the  two  Native 
Health  Assistants  are  on  duty  at  the  Non-European  Male  Clinic, 

Tie  whole  of  the  staff  is  therefore  drawn" from  the  full  time 
. personnel  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  The  Officer  in 
Charge  of  the  Epidemic  Hospital  and  one  Native  Health  Assistant  are 
fully  employed  in  Venereal  Disease  Work  only*;  the  other  officers 
doing  only  part-time  Venereal  Disease  duties. 

The  tracing  of  contacts  and  folio?/  up  visits 
to  ensure  completion  of  treatment  is  done  routinely  in  the  case 
of  Non-Europeans  by  the  full  time  Native  Health  Assistant, 
Occasionally,  when  specially  indicated,  folio?/  up  visits  are  done 
for  European  females  by  the  Health  Visitor,  but  no  such  work  is

(2)  Regular  weekly  lectures  to  Non-European  Venereal 
Disease  in-patients  at  the  Municipal  Hospital  by  the 
European  Officer-in-Charge  and  the  Non-European  staff 
(discontinued  for  the  present  owing  to  change  of  staff) 

(3)  Talks  to  Native  audiences  (separate  male  and  female) 
have  been  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in 

Zulu,  through  the  medium  of  an  interpreter. 

Ante -Natal  Clinic  services  have  been  taken  over  from 
the  Municipality  by  the  Provincial  Hospital  (Grey’s)  which  now  con¬ 
ducts  these  services.  The  Acting  Medical  Superintendent  of  Grey’s 
Hospital  adyises  that  routine  Wassermann  testing  is  done  at  the  Non- 
European  Clinics.  An  average  of  13%  of  the  bloods  examined  are 
found  to  be  positive  and  the  patients  referred  to  the  Venereal 
Disease  Clinic  for  treatment. 

The  clinics  at  Grey1 s  Hospital  continue  to  be  well 
attended,  there  being  10,687  attendances  during  the  year  as  com¬ 
pared  with  last  year’s  total  of  9056.  The  Non-European  Health 
Assistants  continue  to  do  good  follow-up  work  and  1433  home  Visits 
were  paid  to  non-European  cases  of  venereal  disease.  (The  decrease 
in  visits  on  last  year's  total  is  due  to  delay  in  replacing  a 
Native  Health  Assistant). 

EPIDEMIC  HOSPITAL  (Non-Europeans  V.D.)  (Page  49  ) 

Admissions  to  this  Hospital  are  still  steadily 
increasing,  1264  cases  being  admitted  in  comparison  with  971  for  the 
previous  year 

An  additional  probationer  Native  Nurse  has  been 
appointed  as  of  the  total  admissions  approximately  500  have  been 
females.  Full  co-operation  between  the  hospital  and  the  Clinics 
held  in  town  has  been  maintained  by  the  regular  attendance  of  the 
Officer-in-Charge  at  the  Male  clinics  and  of  the  Native  Nurse  at 
the  female  clinics. 

Sulphaniiamide  was  used  routinely  in  the  treatment 
of  Gonorrhoea  with  satisfactory  results  in  Natives  particularly. 

The  average  detention  period  for  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
was  17  ‘days  as  compared  with  19  days  last  year  and  32  days  for  the 
year  1937-38  (before  the  use  of  Sulphaniiamide). 

Regular  weekly  educational  talks  in  Zulu  on  Venereal 
Disease  have  been  given  throughout  the  year  to  the  patients  at  the 
Hospital.

(I)  MALARIA  Control  by  spotting,  oiling  of  selected  areas 
and  house  spraying  in  order  to  identify  adult  mos¬ 
quitoes  has  again  been  carried  out  during  the  past 
year  both  in  the  Borough,  and,  on  behalf  of  the 
Magistrate  as  Local  Authority  for  the  District  of 
Pietermaritzburg,  in  the  Peri-Urban  areas 0  No 
malarial  mosquito  vectors  we re  recovered  in  the 
Borough  or  in  the  Peri-Urban  areas,  a], though 
numerous  anopheline  (and  Cuiicine)  mosquitoes  v/ere 
breeding  freely  everywhere. 

2  new  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified  in  the 
Borough,  one  case  not  confirmed B  The  second  case 
was  a  4  weeks  old  child  whose  mother  had  had  Malaria 
some  2  years  previously,  but  had  no  relapse  since 
then  and ' on  e xamination  her  blood  smears  were 
negative.  As  no  malarial  mosquitoes  were  found 
and  no  one  else  was  infected  it  is  possible  that 
this  was  a  case  of  congenital  malaria c

Fencing  of  swampy  areas  and  tree  planting  was 
continued  and  the  trees  are  progressing  well. 

Fire  partially  damaged  one  of  the  plantations  but 
the  damage  was  insufficient  to  prevent  the  drying 
up  of  the  swamp.  It  is  proposed." to  carry  on  the 
tree  planting  programme  this  year.  Drainage  has 
been  effected  in  certain  areas  with  good  effect. 
However  maintenance  work  on  these  earth  drains  is 
considerable.  The  siting  of  large  military  camps 
and  building  expansion  have  converted  previously

(7)  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  wafer  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under 
the  control  of  the  City  Engineer's  Department#  It  dn  derived  from 
streams  coming  from  hilly  country  lying  to  the  west,  of  the  Town. 

From  the  Storage  Cam  at  Henley  the  water  is  piped  to  the  Purification 
Works,  where  it  is  treated  with  lime  and  alumina- ferric  before 
filtration.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chlorinated  before  being 
distributed  to  the  four  service  reservoirs.  Construction  work  is 
proceeding  which  will  increase  the  capacity  of  the  impounding  dam 
at  Henley  by  approximately  450  million  gallons. 

The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and  each 
of  the  service  reservoirs  has  been  bacterio logically  examined  each 
month  by  the  Corporation  Bacteriologist  and  a  high  standard  of 
purity  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


( 8 )  NIGHTSOIL  MD_REFUSE DISPOSAL 

The  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  City  Engineer.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  and  suburbs  is 
served  by  water  borne  sewage 9  although  the  conservancy  system  is 
still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  parts*  Disposal  is  on  the  sewage 
farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town  where  broad  irri¬ 
gation  is  carried  out  and  the  screenings  are  trenched.  Most  of  the 
new  dwellings  erected  during  the  year  have  been  sewered.  A  number 
have  been  placed  on  a  septic  tank  system  and  a  few  placed  on  the 
pail  system. 


(9)  MEAT  SUPPLIES  (Pages  55-56) 

All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Municipal 
Abattoir,  which  is  under  the  direct  control  of  this  department. 
Butchers'  shops  are  periodically  inspected  to  ensure  that  they  are 
satisfactory  and  that  no  meat  which  does  not  bear  the  Municipal 
stamp  is  exposed  for  sale ,  101  inspections  of  butchers '  shops 

were  made.

( 10 )  MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  milk  supply  has  been  c  are  fully  controlled 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  derived  from  75  producer-distributors 9 
of  whom  52  are  in  the  Borough  and  23  outside.  In  addition  to  these 
there  are  56  producers  who  send  their  milk  to  the  two  pasteurization 
plants  from  where  it  is  distributed  after  pasteurization.  All  these 
dairymen  are  registered  with  this  department  and  their  premises  are 
inspected.  Amendments  to  the  existing  Dairy  by-laws  have  been 
promulgated  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  to  overcome  certain 
difficulties  which  have  led  to  failure  when  prosecution  was  instituted 
in  the  Courts. 


The  "Clean  Milk"  competition  was  again  organised 
in  connection  with  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society  and  the  general 
standard  attained  by  the  12  competitors  was  very  satisfactory.  The 
competition  for  raw  milk  was  won  by  North’s  "Bergview"  Dairy 3.

The  Native  infantile  mortality  rate  is  unreliable 
owing  to  the  incomplete  registration  of  Native  births. 

Quite  a  high  proportion  of  the  births  in  Pieter¬ 
maritzburg  are  recorded,  for  the  local  hospital  is  popular  amongst 
Native  women  and  the  Municipal  Midwife  also  conducts  confinements 
at  the  Native  Village  and  in  town,  all  of  these  births  being  of 
course  recorded.  For  what  it  is  worth  the  Native  infant  . 
mortality  rate  has  increased  for  the  year  under  review,  rising 
from  146.6  to  221.1  . 

The  main  causes  of  infantile  mortality  in  the 
different  races  are  shown  on  pages  38-39. 

Gastro-enteritis ,  a  disease  of  dirt  and  improper 
feeding,  was  the  cause  of  approximately  30%  of  the  Non-European 
Infantile  Mortality,  while  1  European  infantile  death  was  recorded 
from  this  cause.  The  disease  is  controlled  by  imparting  to 

mothers  the  knowledge  which  will  ensure  that  babies  are  properly 
fed  and  cared  for,  through  the  medium  of  the  Infant  Clinic  sessions 
and,  most  important  of  all,  by  personal  and  individual  instruction 
in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor.  A  big  increase  in  home  visiting 
will  result  from  the  appointment  this  year  of  an  additional  Health 
Visitor. 

Lung  diseases  have  been  the  cause  of  12.5%  of  the 
European  and  30%  of  the  Non-European  Infantile  Mortality.. 
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(12)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Cont’d. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  commenced  during  the  year 
as  one  of  the  activities  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  (See  page  11) . 

No  organised  attempt  is  made  by  this  Department  to 
advise  and  assist  in  the  care  of  the  pre-school  child.  Children 
of  this  group  are  brought  occasionally  to  the  Infant  Clinics  for 
advice,  but  with  the  small  staff  available  it  is  impossible  to 
follow  this  up  by  regular  Home  visiting.  The  Nursery  Health 
Class  Movement  is  the  ideal  method  of  approach  for  this  age  group, 
for  it  combines  care  of  the  physical  well-being  (which  an  expanded 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  might  carry  out)  with  the  social  training 
and  development  of  the  child  (which  can  never  be  done  at  an  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  session) «  A  private  Nursery  Health  Class  for 
pre-school  children  has  been  established  on  modern  lines  at  one  of 
the  schools  in  Pietermaritzburg,  but  there  is  undoubtedly  room  for 
such  a  school  amongst  the  needy.  Local  voluntary  effort  has 
unfortunately  so  far  failed  to  achieve  this  object.  A  sum  of  money 
was  donated  by  the  N.U.C.Rag  Fund  to  establish  the  nucleus  of  a 
school,  but  the  City  Council  decided  to  shelve  the  question  of 
financially  assisting  this  effort  until  the  war  ended  and  so  no 
Nursery  Health  Class  has  been  established.  This  is  all  the  more 
to  be  regretted  because  present  world  conditions  point  only  too 
clearly  to  the  imperative  necessity  of  straining  every  nerve  to 
safe-guard  the  upbringing  of  all  children.  This  present  war 
with  its  indiscriminate  slaughter  of  the  infants  and  the  mothers 
of  the  race ,  may  well  convert  the  slow  decline  in  population  that 
has  been  predicted  by  statisticians  in  recent  years  as  a  result  of 
the  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  into  a  veritable  landslide.

medical  practitioner  or  a  midwife  registered  under  the  Act  shall 
attend  any  lying  in  woman  for  gain.

In  1939  only  3.7%  of  the  total  confinements  were 
conducted  by  listed  midwives  and  of  this  total  three  quarters 
(i.e. 2. 8%)  were  conducted  by  one  untrained  Asiatic  Midwife. 

The  apparent  discrepancy  noted  above  in  that  more 
confinements  were  conducted  than  births  registered  is  probably  due 
to  the  inclusion  in  the  total  of  confinements  of  a  number  of  outside 
cases  coming  into  Pietermaritzburg  for  confinement  and  giving  the 
address  of  friends  in  Pietermaritzburg  -  a  not  uncommon  practice. 

It  is  quite  clear,  therefore,  that  there  is  no  need 
in  Pietermaritzburg  for  the  listing  of  further  uncertificated 
midwives  as  ample  facilities  exist  for  obtaining  the  services  of 
certificated  midwives.

Attention  has  been  repeatedly  drawn  in  previous 
reports  to  the  menace  that  exists  to  the  health  of  Pietermaritzburg 
from  the  areas  bordering  Pietermaritzburg  which  are  under  no 
sanitary  control  at  all.  The  only  change  to  be  reported  this 
year  once  again  is  the  steady  growth  of  the  Edendale  area  in 
particular. 

The  population  of  the  Edendale-Plessislaer  district 
is  now  reckoned  to  be  well  over  10,000,  i.e.  approximately  one 
quarter  of  the  total  population  of  Pietermaritzburg. 

The  Governmental  Commission  of  Enquiry  which  sat 
to  enquire  into  the  position  as  it  concerns  Pi  etermar  it  zburg,  issued 
its  report  during  the  year  and  recommended  as  follows  s- 


117.  In  view  of  the  opposition  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
reluctance  of  the  Provincial  authorities  to  adopt  coercive  measures 
against  the  Borough,  your  Committee  has  no  hesitation  in  recommen¬ 
ding  that  the  whole  of  the  peri-urban  area  within  a  radius  of  five 
miles  of  Pietermaritzburg  should  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  a  health  committee  constituted  under  the  general  law  of  the 
Province.  The  existing  Health  Committee  Ordinance  is  hardly 
sufficient  but  your  Committee  was  advised  by  the  Provincial 
authorities  that  it  was  proposed  to  abandon  that  ordinance  in 
favour  of  the  Draft  Health  Boards  and  Health  and  Malaria  Committees 
Ordinance,  193 9.  Your  Committee  has  examined  the  provisions  of 

the  Draft  Ordinance  and  is  satisfied  that  it  contains  adequate 
powers  to  enable  the  proposed  health  committee  to  cope  with  the 
problems  with  which  it  will  be  faced.  It  is,  however,  regarded 
as  essential  that  the  proposed  health  committee  should  be  a  nomi¬ 
nated  committee  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  members, 
at  any  rate  for  several  years,  and  that  the  chairman  should 
receive  a  retaining  fee  and  the  members  a  fee  per  attendance.  This 
would  be  justified  in  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  task. 


119.  The  proposed  health  committee  will  have  a  large  area  to 
control  and  considerable  expenditure  will  be  necessary  befoFe  it 
can  properly  function.  It  is,  therefore,  a  very  special  case  which 
justifies  special  treatment.  In  these  circumstances  in  order  to 
enable  the  health  committee  to  carry  out  its  functions  from  the 
outset  your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Provincial  Council  should 
make  a  special  grant  of  £3,000  for  the  first  year,  £2,000  for  the 
second  and  £1,000  for  the  third  year.  Assistance  from  the  City 
Council  need  not  necessarily  be  on  a  cash  basis,  but  it  should 
rather  be  in  the  direction  of  placing  its  technical  officers  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee  free  of  charge  as  M advisers'*  when  re¬ 
quired.  This,  the  Mayor  of  Pietermaritzburg  considered  the 
Council  would  be  prepared  to  do.  unless  such  assistance  is 
provided  and  unless  full  co-operation  between  the  two  local 
authorities  is  secured  your  Committee  believes  that  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  interests  of  public  health  for  legislation  to  be 
introduced  into  the  Provincial  Council  providing  for  the  incor¬ 
poration  of  the  peri-urban  areas  within  the  Borough  of  Pieter¬ 
maritzburg. 


The  urgent  need  for  these  areas  is  that  some  body 
be  charged  with  control  of  these  areas  as  soon  as  pcs  sible .  Whether 
a  Health  Committee  because  of  the  peculiar  constitution  of  the 
populations  in  these  areas  and  because  of  the  finance  that  will  be 
ultimately  required,  will  prove  an  absolutely  satisfactory  ultimate 
solution  is  not  quite  certain,  but  undoubtedly  such  a  body  could 
commence  dealing  with  the  problems  of  this  area,.  Once  some  form  of 
control  is  established  and  once  expansion  is  controlled  along  ordered 
lines. . ./

lines  there  should  be  a  definite  lessening  of  the  liability  of 
the  area  to  attacks  of  epidemic  disease,  with  a  consequent 
lessening  of  the  menace  to  the  health  of  Pietermaritzburg,  It 
is  hoped  that  this  latest  report  will  lead  to  the  initiation 
of  the  measures  the  Committee  has  recommended  for  the  control 
of  these  peri-urban  areas,  measures  which  are  long  over-due.

The  provision  of  100  Native  and  50  Asiatic 
Sub-economic  houses  together  with  associated  action  taken  against 
Slum  dwellings  will  have  altered  the  present  position  somewhat  as 
regards  these  two  races.  As  far  as  Natives  are  concerned  much 
has  been  accomplished  and  the  requirements  for  Native  Housing  are 
now  comparatively  small.  Only  a  small  proportion  of  the  neces¬ 
sary  Asia.tic  Housing  has  been  provided  so  f ar .  The  European  and 

Coloured  position  was  the  subject  of  a  Special  re- survey,  the 
result  of  which  is  given  on  page  30.  The  Council  Economic 

Housing  scheme  in  the  '’Gardens’*  suburb  has  progressed  steadily.  20 
out  of  the  total  of  50  houses  were  completed  during  the  period 
u  ^r  review  and  were  occupied  as  soon  as  they  became  available. 

Powers  'under  the  Slums  Act  have  been  used  in 
respect  of  two  premises  during  the  yea^r  and  powers  under  the 
Borough  By-Laws  her/e  been  exercised  in  dealing  wi th  Slum  properties. 
116  insanitary  dwellings  have  been  dealt  with.  Of  these  108  were 
condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-Law  19(b)  and  6  were 
declared  unfit  for  habitation  under  Public  Health  By-Law  19(a)  and 
were  closed  until  reconstructed.  15  privately  owned  dwellings 
have  been  voluntarily  demolished,  in  nearly  all  cases  following 
representations  by  this  Department,  while  the  City  Council  demolished 
34  dwellings  on  Town  Lands  following  representations  by  this  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Plans . 

All  plans  of  new  buildings  are  submitted  to 
this  Department,  and  274  have  been  scrutinized.  Of  these  94  we  re 

approved  out-right,  161  approved  subject  to  minor  alterations  and 
19  disapproved. 

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  during  the  year 
65  dwellings  were  erected  for  Europeans  and  158  for  non- Europeans 
(including  50  Subeconomic  Asiatic  Houses  and  100  Subeconomic  Native 
houses  built  by  the  City  Council) . 
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(2)  housing  QR 

The  Corporation  has  a  Native  Village  situated 
just  off  the  Bishop stowe  Road  and  about  3  miles  from  the  centre 
of  the  town.  This  village  has  been  extended  by  the  completion 
of  a  further  100  houses  during  the  year  under  review  and  now 
comprises  354  houses  and  various  public  buildings  and  has  a 
population  of  about  19500.  It  is  situated  on  a  good  slope 9  the 
bouses  are  well  constructed  of  brick 9  and  the  general  lay-out  is 
good.  Water  is  supplied  by  communal  standpipes  from  the 
Corporation  water  supply  and  sanitation  is  by  the  pail  system.  A 
considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  provision  of  kerb 
and  guttering  to  streets  and  in  the  hardening  of  roads.  As  these 
houses  became  available  condemnation  notices  were  served  in  respect 
of  a  number  of  slum  dwellings  occupied  by  Natives  in  other  areas 
of  the  City 3  every  family  displaced  being  offered  an  alternative 
house  in  the  Village . 

There  are  three  Corporation  hostels  for  single 
Natives.  For  males  there  is  the  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes) 
housing  383  Natives  and  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity 
of  109  .  The  Women’s  Hostel  in  Church  Street  housed  128  single 

women. 


The  East  Street  Hostel  and  the  Women’s  Hostel 
are  sewered  but  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  is  outside  the  sewered 
area  and  is  served  by  a  pail  removal  system. 

The  Village  and  Hostels  are  all  under  the 
control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administration  Department  and  3 
European  Superintendents  are  employed. 

The  Natives  (Urban  Areas)  Act  is  administered 
by  the  Municipal  Native  Administration  Department.  294 
temporary  licences  have  been  granted  to  house  unexempted  Natives 
under  this  Act9  pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  at 
the  Village  and  Hostels. 

About  two -thirds  of  the  Natives  resident  in 
the  town  are  domestic  servants 9  living  in  quarters  provided  on  the 
property  of  their  employers.  These  quarters  are  the  subject  of 
routine  inspections  by  this  Department  and  in  general  are  satis¬ 
factory. 


ASIATIC  HOUSING . 

The  Corporation  owns  two  compounds  which  house 
the  sewage  farm  workers  and  the  scavenging  gangs.  These  compounds 
are  well  constructed  in  brick  and  house  respectively  32  and  27 
Indian  labourers  together  with  their  wives  and  families. 

The  construction  of  50  Subeconomic  Indian  Houses 
was  completed  by  the  beginning  of  1940.  This  scheme  was  made  up 
of  8 ■  2  bedroom  plus  living  room9  houses  (letting  at  a  rental  of 
7/-  per  week)  3  369  3  Bedroom  plus  living  room  houses  (letting  at 
a  rental  of  8/-  per  week)  and  69  4  Bedroom  plus  living  room  houses 
(letting  at  a  rental  of  9/~  per  week).  42  of  these  houses 

have  been  now  taken  up.  One  of  the  Health  Visitors  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  appointed  to  act  as  Supervisor  of  this  Housing  .

No  progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the 
projected  Railway  Subeconomic  Housing  Scheme.  Owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  reconstruction  and  re-building  that  has  occurred  recently 
it  was  believed  that  the  European  and  Coloured  housing  position  had 
altered  quite  considerably  and  a  re-survey  of  these  two  racial 
groups  was  conducted  during  the  year.  The  results  of  the  re-survey 
are  as  follows  s-
